Th® doctors’ fight on patent medi­ 
cines »as renewed in the house when 
Representative Roll of Warren county 
introduced a bill to tax the sale of 
p a i n t medicines. 
He proposes to tax 
manufacturers $500 a year and retail 
mrs $50 a year, if the medicine con­ 
tains more than IO per cent. of alco­ 
hol. 
It is not likely that the bill will 
become a law,for the people look upon 
such legislation as an abridgement of 
their rights. If they want patent med 
icines they argue they should be a1 
lowed to purchase them, even though 


the sale of a bottle may cut off the 
fee of an enterprising physician.

Representative George A. Bassett of 
Toledo may not be a misogynist, but 
he appears to be deeply affected by the 
wrongs done to men by their wives. 
He Introuced a bill in the house to 
require wives to contribute to the sup­ 
port of Indigent husbands, lf the wife 
has money and the husband bas not, 
and if he cannot earn any, Bassett 
thinks the man should have a right to 
Home of his wife’s. 
The bill does not 
confer upon the man the right to go 
through his wife’s pockets and extract 
cash. 
It will be the exclusive privilege 
of the wife to go through ber hus­ 
band’s pockets in pursuit of cash. But 
the only reason Bassett did not con­ 
fer this privilege on husbands is that 
nowadays women have no pockets. 
But Bassett, the stern lawmaker, 
would decree that the penniless hus­ 
band can go to the grocer and the 
tailor and get food and raiment and 
charge the bill to wifey. 
The bill makes the wife’s property 
liable for her husband's necessaries if 
he has no property and cannot earn 
his own living.

In his inaugural address Governor 
Herrick said that forestry work in 
Ohio, which has been abandoned for 
so long, should be resumed. The man 
who loves the "spreading elm.” he 
who admires a forest because of its 
marketable timber and the agricultur­ 
ist who wants the rains conserved, all 
will agree that the suggestion is a 
good one. Acting on the cue given by

Men cam e from m ining districts all 
about 
the 
neighborhood 
and 
did 
valiant work tow ard searching for the 
dead. 
E arly in th e morning the m ine 
inspectors began to gath er to direct 
the work of rescue and at 5 o ’clock 
th ere were present at the pit m outh 
Inspectors F. VV, CXmningham of the 
fourteenth district,, in which th e m ine 
is located; W. R. Adams of the third 
district, H enry Lauditt of the first 
district, Isaac G. Roby of the fifth dis­ 
trict and Ja m e s Blick of the seventh 
district. 
Chief Mine Inspector Rod­ 
erick had also wired from H arrisburg 
th at he would be oh hand if needed. 
Cunningham w as the first inspector 
over the ground and spent the g re ater 
part of the night In the mine. 
Early 
in the morning, a fte r snatching a few 
hours’ sleep, h e w ent below again, 
and after d irecting tho m ovem ents of 
the volunteer force In bratticing so as 
to keep b ack th e dangerous gas Iii 
front, finally announced that he was 
ready to lead a searching party back 
into tho mine. 
Tho rescuers w ent back for m any 
feet, but. w hen they cam e to the su r­ 
face they had no tidings of living m en 
attll entombed. 
U p and down went 
the bucket in th e bitter cold. 
Men 
clambered 
from 
the 
Icy 
elevator, 
daahed to th e nearby engino room 
and then w hen warm ed back to the 
bucket and down th e abaft. 
Then b e fan th e rigging of the plat­ 
form cage. 
SI* hours’ work on a 
wooden platform to tak e the debris 
and the dead from the abyss. 
At 7 
o’clock the cage had not started on 
Us first trip. 
Coroner McCleary of Al­ 
legheny comity la here and he had 
several consultations wfth the officials 
as to the disposition of th e dead and 
th e bringing of the bodies to th e su r­ 
face as soon as found, and a fte r a 
careful survey of the situation he said: 
• There will be no delay In the brin g ­ 
ing of the bodies to the surface es 
soon as found and no unseemly strife 
among u n d ertak ers shout taking the 
bodies away. 
P roper Identifications 
will be m ade as fa r as possible and av 
full and com plete a list as possible 
mad* public.” 
Two places are already prepared lo 
receive the dead. 
T he school house 
la ready for use a s a m orgue and a n ­ 
other building belonging to the com ­ 
pany near th e entran ce to the shaft Ii 
also in readiness. 
T he tw o buildings 
are already designated as morgues, 
because no one who knows the story 
believes that a doctor's aid will be 
necessary except perhaps for som e of 
th e survivors.

the 
chattering, 
shivering 
group of w orkers and new spaper m on 
were gathered about the ropes and 
the red faces of the four P ittsb u rg 
policemen on duty at the ropes spoke 
eloquently of the cold, one bright In­ 
cident occurred that took away for a 
moment the gruesom e aspect of the 
task. 
“Toro Adam s had come ” 
Adams Is the oldest mine Inspector 
in the state and for years, until one 
year ago, the stricken mine was In 
his district. 
The old men all knew him. 
W ith 
gray m ustache, tall and straight, h« 
stood In the office of the mine and 
man after man cam e up to him, grasp 
ed his hand and said: 
•‘Mr. Adams, are you going down ” 
It was the sam e question alway# and 
the same grave answ er came back ta 
each; “Ju s t as soon as I can change 
my clothes.” 
It was only a little group and the 
hand shakes were hardly over before 
the veteran had 
stepped 
behind a 
desk and donned a set of blue over­ 
alls and blouse.

Almost zero w eather, 
and a hitter, biting cruel wind sw ept 
down over the little valley w here the 
m ine is located and nearly added a n ­ 
o th er list of dead to th e long black 
table already m easured off. 
Not only was the w ork of seach for 
the dead and living, if th ere are still 
©live, rudely Interrupted, but cold and 
ice and wind combined nearly cost 
the lives of 16 m ore good men. 
At 
th ree o ’clock in the afternoon K» men 
went down into the sh aft to do the 
w ork of bratticing, bolstering, tunnel­ 
ling and removing the debris th at has 
to far barred their progress into the 
w orkings w here the m en w ere at labor 
w hen the explosion came. 
T heir shift 
w as supposed to be of th ree hours 
only. 
Even at that It was a hard task. 
Even before the bucket reached th3 
bottom they w ere drenched with w ater 
w hich the cold dt au g h t through the 
shaft soon turned to lee. 
Shortly after they w ere let down, 
tw o at a time, In the bucket, a tem por­ 
ary hoist th at had been rigged up to 
bring up the debris and th e dead was 
started down the shaft. 
Again and again efforts w ere m ade 
to reach the living m en at tho bottom 
of tho shaft below, but th e wooden 
sides of the hoist, swollen by the w a­ 
ter, stuck to the Iron guide slide, and 
then cam e hours of m aneuvering to 
reach the bottom. 
T h e m en below 
had no m eans of w arm th ami m any of 
th em w ere standing In deep water. 
E very effort was m ade to lower the 
cage and finally it w as m ade loose 
and got within 12 feet of the bottom. 
A timber, blown across the way by tho 
explosion, was In the p ith . 
T h e men 
w ere within easy g rasp by m eans of 
a rope, but their fingers, num bed an I 
alm ost frozen by th e cold, w ere u n ­ 
bale to grasp the offered help. 
It was 9 o ’clock when the first thre-> 
men of the party who went down at ii 
o’clock w ere brought to the* surface. 
H enry Beckert was one of th e first 
men out o f the cage. 
He was carried 
to the boller house and a fte r 20 m in­ 
u tes of w arm th m anaged to straighten 
him self and say: 
“ It was a frightful experience. 
W e 
w ere too cold to work. 
T h ere is ap­ 
parently no one to rescue. 
W e had a 
hard tim e to find m any of the dead 
A shred of clothing h ere and ano th er 
there, a jacket, a pair of overalls, but 
few bodies. 
"W hen we left the bottom of the 
shaft th ere were 12 bodies lyiug there 
ready to bo brought up. 
T h ere aru 
m any others and th e bodies of many 
will never he found.” 
"T he south main drift. In which we 
worked, gives little ch an ce for rnanv 
men who will be recognizable.

Victor, Col., Jan. 27.—One of the 
m o il frightful m ining accidents in the 
history of the Cripple Creek district 
occurred in S tra tto n * Independence 
mine. when 14 men 
w ere 
killed In 
stantly and their bodies m utilated, In 
some instances alm ost beyond identi­ 
fication 
A gang of 15 was on its way from 
the workings below In a cage, which 
traveled at a rapid speed. 
T he ma 
chlnery berattle deranged and the en ­ 
gineer found himself helpless to stop 
th e progress of the c a r as it ap p ro ach ­ 
ed the top of the shaft. 
The cage rushed to the top of th* 
structure, 
crashing into the heavy 
beams, when the cable broke, precipi­ 
tating 14 men 1.500 feet to the bottom 
of the Khaft. Tw o of the men m anaged 
to grasp iron bars at the top and hold 
on. 
One, however, was killed and the 
o th er badly crushed. 
T he descent of th e cage was like a 
lightnlng flash. T he bodies of th** men 
presented a sickening 
sight,

legs and heads being torn away, while 
th e surrounding walls were besp atter­ 
ed with their blood. 
One of those killed, W. B. Collin', 
w as a Baptist m inister, who preached 
on Sundays a t Goldfield and during 
th e week worked in th e mines.

Heroic Efforts Being Made to 
Bring Out the Blackened 


Corpses From Mine. 
came: 
"Mr. Adams, are you goiug

And here and there was another Al­ 
most whispered statem ent: 
"Too bud

Even the elements seem conspiring 
to prevent the work of rescue ai th? 
Harwick mine. 
Almost zero weather, 
and a hitter, biting cruel wind swept 
down over the little valley where the 
Cline is located and nearly added un- 
other list of dead to the lung black 
table already measured off. 
Not only was the work of seach for 
the dead ami living, lf there are still 
alive, rudely Interrupted, but cold and 
Ice and wind combined nearly cost 
the lives of 16 more good men. 
At 
three o’clock In the afternoon W men 
went down into the shaft to do the 
work of bratticing, bolstering, tunnel­ 
ling and removing tho debris that ha* 
«o far barred their progress into the 
workings where the men were at labor 
when the explosion came 
Their shift 
was supposed to be of three hours 
only. 
Even at that it was a hard task 
Even before the bucket reached th? 
bottom they were drenched with water 
which the cold draught through the 
shaft soon turned to Ice. 
Shortly after they were let down, 
two at a time, In the bucket, a tempor­ 
ary hoist that had been rigged up to 
bring up the debris and the dead was 
started down the shaft. 
Again and again efforts were made 
to reach the living men at the bottom 
of Hic sliaft below, but the wooden 
sides of the hoist, swollen by the wa­ 
ter. stuck to the Iron guide slide, and 
then came hours of maneuvering to 
reach the bottom. 
The men below 
had no means of warmth aud many of 
them were standing in detip water. 
Every effort was made to lower the 
cage and finally it was made loose 
and got within 12 feet of the bottom. 
A timber, blown across the way by the 
explosion, was In the path. 
The men 
were within easy grasp by means of 
a rope, but their fingers, numbed an i 
almost frozen by the cold, were un­ 
bale to grasp the offered help. 
If was 0 o’clock when tho first thro-* 
men of the party who went down at 3 
o’clock were brought to the surface. 
Henry Beckon was one of the first 
men out of the cage 
He was carried 
to the boller house and after 20 min­ 
utes of warmth managed to straighten 
himself and say: 
"It was a frightful experience. We 
were too cold to work. 
There is ap­ 
parently no one to rescue. 
We had a 
hard time to find many of the dead 
A shred of clothing hero and another 
there, a Jacket, a pair of overalls, bitt 
few bodies. 
"When we left the bottom of the 
shaft there were 12 bodies lying there 
ready to ho brought up. 
There are 
many others and the bodies of many 
will never be found.” 
"The south main drift, in which we 
worked, gives little chance for many 
men who will be recognizable. 
In the 
north main drift the way has been 
cleared for somo 
distance, but 
w> 
could not tell what was found there.” 
At the village itself there was little 
show of sympathy or grief except in 
the stern faces of the men who clus­ 
tered in the engine house or boiler 
room getting warm and the other men 
about the shaft, mouth watching their 
own duties In the bitter cold.

Heroic Engineer Refused to 
Turn Back When Warned 


of His Danger. 


MINER TELLS THRILLING STORY 


One of Volunteer Party Who Nearly 


Lost His Life Tells of Death of 


Brave Companion in Desperate Ven­ 


ture in the Mine.

Cheswick, Pa., Jan. 27.—Thomas W. 
Wood, who was with Engineer Taylor, 
who went to his death in the Ches­ 
wick mine, tell* this story of Taylor a 
tragic death: 
“I entered the mine with Taylor. 
McCann, North 
and 
Horwat. 
On 
reaching the bottom of the shaft we 
Found Edward Gunia. 
"Following the air current, we start­ 
ed up the track. 
When we had trav­ 
ersed about half of the track Taylor 
sent North back for a plan of the 
mines, and he, Horwat and I entered 
the south main heading through which 
the air current passed. 
Our passage 
wa* blocked by dead mules and fallen 
walls, aud at tho entrance 
to the 
south main heading we found the body 
of a man without arms or head. 
"Passing a caved-in overcast, where 
we stopped for consultation, we passed 
the overcast and reached the first 
right heading. 
The firedamp was get­ 
ting worse and I said to Mr. Taylor: 
‘“ We had better turn back; 
the 
damp is getting too heavy aud we are 
not acquainted with the mines.' 
He 
refused to return, and after again 
t<*ting the s ir current, said: 
‘Well, 
ton; we will gpo this way.’ 
* 
"W e went up) to the first right head­ 
ing and came to an overcast which, 
after careful examination, we found 
closed and aajfe. 
Two hundred feet 
further we struck 
the 
main south 
heading air course, the air current 
boing toward th e bottom of the mine. 
"After 25 fteet I said: 
‘We had bet­ 
ter turn back; you are getting over­ 
come and so am I.’ 
"Horwat also said, 'Let'* go back, 
boys.' 
"Mr. Taylor insisted upon going a* 
far 
a s possible before turning back. 
We went an to where the air course 
makes a turn and there Mr. Taylor 
began to stagger. 
I caught him by 
the arm and beild him up, but lie fell, 
saying: 
‘My God, Wood, we're done.’ 
"He fell three times and I dragged 
him about 25 yards toward the head­ 
ing, where I was forced to leave him, 
as I wa* becoming affected l»y tho 


damp. 
"Seeing Taylor was done I seized 
Horwat. who was almost unconscious, 
and dragged him back to the over­ 
cast, where I was forced to leave him 
I started back to the foot of the shaft 
to get help, but, tieing dazed by the 
afterdamp aud excited as I ran into 
the main south heading, I turned to 
the right instead of to the left, as I 
should have done, and went as far as 
the sixth lead heading, a distance of 
about 600 feet. 
"I came to a curtain which 
had 
been blown down, and on the left 
hand side of the curtain saw two mea 
lying in six inches of water. 
I recog­ 
nized them to be Chris Bowser and 
Harvey Rutter, two of the imprisoned 
miners. 
I called to them, ‘Are you 
alive, boys?’ and received a faint cry 
in answer. 
“Finding I was going in the wrong 
direction, I turned and made my way 
back to the foot of the shaft as fast as 
possible. 
When I reached the fifth 
left heading I gave out and fell down. 
giving a cry for help. 
Luckily Mc­ 
Cann and North, who were following 
us with the map Mr. Taylor had askoi 
for, heard my cry and saw my light. 
They dragged me to the top of the 
main south overcast and revived mo. 
When I came to I said: 
‘Boys, Tay­ 
lor is In the first right heading, about 
IOO feet down the main south a r 
course, toward the bottom. For God's 
sake get him. 
Horwat is in the over­ 
cast of the first right heading. 
"They took me to the bottom of the 
shaft and I again told them to leave 
me and go back to get the others. Mc­ 
Cann said: 
'You must go to the top. 
for you are about gone now.’ 
“I was taken up in the bucket and 
carried to the engine room, where I 
was cared for. 
I reached the top at 
about 6:35 o’clock.”

Horwat. 
On 
roaching the bottom of the shaft we 
found Edward Gunfa. 
“Following the air current, we start­ 
ed up the track. 
When we had trav­ 
ersed about half of the track Taylor 
gent North back for a plan of the 
mines, aud be, Horwat and I entered 
the south main heading through which 
the air current passed. 
Our passage 
was blocked by dead mules and fallen 
walls, aud at tho entrance 
to the 
south main heading we found the body 
of a man without arms or head. 
"Passing a caved-in overcast, where 
we stopped for consultation, we passed 
the overcast and reached the first 
right heading. The firedamp was get­ 
ting worse and I said to Mr. Taylor: 
‘"W e had better turn back; tho 
damp is getting too heavy and we are 
not acquainted with the mines.* 
He 
refused to return, and after again 
t* sting the air current, said: 
‘Well, 
bon; we will $jo this way.’ 
’ 
“We went up) to the first right head­ 
ing and came to an overcast which, 
after careful examination, we found 
closed and sarfo. 
Two hundred feet 
further we slruck 
the 
main south 
heading air course, the air current 
boing toward the bottom of the mine. 
“After 25 fleet I said: 
‘We had bet­ 
ter turn hack; you are getting over­ 
come aud so am I.’

I turned to 
the right instead of to the left, as I 
should have done, and went as far as 
the sixth lead heading, a distance of 
about 600 feet. 
“I came to a curtain which 
had 
been blown down, and on the left 
hand side of the curtain saw two mea 
lying in six inches of water. 
I recog­ 
nized them to be Chris Bowser and 
Harvey Rutter, two of the imprisoned 
miners. 
I called to them, ‘Are you 
alive, boys?’ and received a faint cry 
in answer. 
“Finding I was going in the wrong 
direction, I turned and made my way 
back to the foot of the shaft as fast as 
possible. 
When I reached the fifth 
left heading I gave out and fell down, 
giving a cry for help. 
Luckily Mc­ 
Cann and North, who were following 
us with the map Mr. Taylor had ask e l 
for, heard my cry and saw my light. 
They dragged me to the top of the 
main south overcast and revived mo. 
When I came to I said: 
‘Boys, Tay­ 
lor Is In the first right heading, about 
IOO feet down the main south a r 
course, toward the bottom. For God’s 
sake get him. 
Horwat is in the over­ 
cast of the first right heading.
